Obe Lionberger Is "Getting Back 
To The 'Basics'" With Shorthorns 


Weatherford-Obe and Betty 

Lionberger’s Knollwood Farms was 
the onto Shorthorn outfit in their area 
of Parker County, Texas for a long 
time, but in the past few years four 
other Shorthorn breeding operations 
have started near by. 

Lionberger says the number of 
Shorthorn breeders in Texas and 
throughout the nation is increasing 
dramatically In the past few years, 
and he believes its because beef cattle 
people are realizing that “getting back 
-to the basics" is an important part of 
the cattle business. 

“Shorthorns are a basic part of at 
least 82 other breeds of cattle 
throughout the world, and have been 
long the most successful crossbreed¬ 
er, he said. 

“When you analyse the situation, 
you realize that there is a basic need 
for purebred Shorthorns to supply 
commercial cattlemen wishing to take 


advantage of the world's most suc¬ 
cessful cross,” he said. 

The Lionbergers, like many other 
small cattle producers, have another 
business, Southwest Fluid Products, 
Inc., a manufacturers representative 
for pumps, water and waste water 
treatment equipment for Texas and 
Oklahoma. But they live on their farm 
about 12 miles northwest of Weather¬ 
ford and work their herd of 31 
breeding cows. 

Betty's family has been in the 
Shorthorn business for nearly a 
century. She has sale catalogs and 
Shorthorn herd books dating back to 
1893 in a collection that occupies 
several large boxes in a storage 
room. 

Looking at pictures of cows and 
calves in those books shows that at 
that time, Shorthorns were the 
“modern” type of cattle which could
